Tin miners of Oruro, 13,000- 
foot high mountain town, annually seek to "scare the wits out of the devil," thereby, they 
hope, driving bad luck and evil spirits from the hazardous mining shafts for the coming 
year. Costumes can be lavish, as for the "devil dancer" at left and the cycling bear, 
center. At right, cars laden with silver vessels, frequently rented, move through Oruro's 
winding streets on the last day of carnivcil to the church, where the silver is offered sym- 
bolically to the "Virgin of the Mining Tunnel."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec-

"The tempo of military opera- 


tions was adversely affected by 
Ihe political disorders," McNa- 
mara said. He estimated opera- 
tions against the Viet Cong were 
reduced 50 to 70 per cent. - 


But he said the administration 


had feared more severe effects 


"We were afraid"' of a civil 


war, we were afraid of the sep- 
eration of the entire northern 
part of the country, and of the 
overthrow of the government," 
he said.

edged that despite the bombing 
of North Viet Nam the number 
of Communist infiltrators is 
three times above the level of a 
year ago.

mary elections in six states to- 
day begin drawing the Demo- 
cratic-Republican 
lineups 
for 


the fall election, and — in Ala- 
bama — test the increased Ne- 
gro ballot box power since en- 
actment of the 1965 voting rights 
law. 


Florida, Indiana, New Mexi- 


co, Ohio and Oklahoma are also 
holding primaries. 


But there is no contest else- 


where to compete for national 
attention with the big one in Al- 
abama. 


There, against a background 


of increased Negro registration, 
Gov. George C. Wallace, long a 
symbol 
of race 
segregation, 


hoped to get his wife named as 
the Democratic nomine .to suc- 
ceed him. He is barred from 
re-election by the state consti- 
tution. 


Nine candidates 
are 
com- 


peting with 39-year-old Mrs. 
Lurleen Wallace for the nomina- 
tion. One, Atty. Gen. Richmond 
Flowers, openly bid for the Ne- 
gro vote and in advance of the 
balloting appeared to have it 
pretty solidly. 


The other candidates in the 


big field include state Sen. Bob 
Gilchrist, ex-Congressman Carl 
Elliott, former Govs. John Pat- 
terson and James Folsom; Eun- 
ice I. Gore, state Agriculture 
Commissioner A. W. Todd and 
Charles Woods. 


Mrs. Wallace is expected to 


lead the primary field but there 
were doubts she could get a ma- 
jority. If no candidate gets a 
majority, there will be a runoff 
May 31. 


Federal examiners went into 


Alabama earlier under the vot- 
ing rights law and certified as 
voters thousands of 
Negroes 


who claimed they had been de- 
nied their voting rights. Federal 
agents also were assigned to 
watch the polls today in seven 
counties. 


The present eligible Negro 


vote is estimated at 235,000, 
about double that of two years 
ago, and roughly 20 per cent of 
the present electorate. 


Housing Section 
of Rights Bill 
Is Doomed

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate has its first skirmish 
today over President Johnson's 
new civil rights bill, with its fair 
housing section apparently al- 
ready doomed. 


What sounded like a fatal 


blow to a provision banning ra- 
cial or religious discrimination 
in the sale or rental of all 
housing was struck by Republi- 
can leader Everett M. Dirksen 
of Illinois. 


He called this part of the bill 


"absolutely 
unconstitutional" 


and said that if this is retained, 
he could not support any move 
to break a filibuster against the 
legislation. 


"If vou can tell me what in- 


terstafe commerce is involved 
in selling or renting a house 
fixed to the soil, or where there 
is federal jurisdiction, I'll go out 
and 
eat the chimney off the 


house," Dirksen said. 


Both Dirksen and Democratic 


leader Mike Mansfield of Mon- 
tana said they would oppose any 
move to fix a deadline for action 
on the bill by the Senate Judici- 
arv Committee. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 


reserved the right to make such 
a move when the bill was intro- 
duced in the Senate last Thurs- 
day.

U.S. Admits 
Shelling Reds 
in Combodia

SAIGON, South V i e t Nam 


(AP) 
— The U.S. command for 


the first time today officially 
acknowledged 
shelling 
into 


Cambodia. 


A spokesman said American 


artillerymen unleashed a heavy 
artillery barrage Saturday to 
silence "very heavy" automatic 
weapons and mortar fire from 
across the border. 
. The Viet Cong was firing on a 
battalion of the U.S. 1st Infantry 
Division, which was making a 
sweep on the South Vietnamese 
side of the Cai Bac River, the 
spokesman said, 


The artillery duel took place 


in Tay Ninh Province about 75 
miles northwest of Saigon. 


This border sector has been 


the scene of the 1st Division's 
Operation Birmingham for the 
past nine days. During the 
drive, American troops seized 
the biggest cache of Viet Cong 
supplies of the war. 


The area has been pounded 


repeatedly in recent days by 
B52 bombers from Guam. They 
unloaded their 750-pound bombs 
there again today. 


American 
planes 
flew 305 


combat sorties over South Viet 
Nam Monday, while the three- 
week lull in ground fighting per- 
sisted. 


There have been repeated un- 


official reports of U.S. troops 
firing into Cambodia, but the 
disclosure today was the first 
official acknowledgment. 


The spokesman said the deci- 


sion to shell the Viet Cong 
across the frontier was made by 
the battalion commander on the 
spot. 


Field commanders are au- 


thorized to take any means at 
their disposal to protect their 
troops, the spokesman said. The 
area shelled contained no vil- 
lages and the nearest settlement 
was about five miles away, he 
added.

"In this area alone, 
2,000 Viet Cong were killed in 
the past two months. This is 
great progress." 


The premier said that pacifi- 


cation must "be carried effec- 
tively throughout the country" 
to permit the vote. 


"We will try to hold the elec- 


tions by October. If we are 
strong and determined, we can 
do it."
